It Will be Formaily Opened Februnry 13—
Gevernor Beaver, Revs. BMoCrory and
McAllister and Others to be Iavited—A
Souvrnlr Giving a History of the Charch.

Rev, Father Sheedy, pastor of 8¢, Mary of
Mercy Church, has changed the date of the
opening of his parochial sehool to February
12, It was intended several weeks ago to
have the event celebratell on Washington’s
Birthday—the 224. On accoust of that day
falling on Saturdsy, and also begause the
American Mechanies will hsve a demon.
stration on that day, it was thought best to
make the change. A well-known lsymsn
who will take part in the demonstration re-
marked yesterday that the two shows could
vot be held on the same day, and for that
reason Father Sheedy changed the date,

The building will be finished sooner than
the pastor expected. As was stated in TR
DISPATCH several weeks age Bishop Phe-
lan will condust the ceremony, Withina
few days Father Sheedy will send out invi-
tations to all the prominent city officials to
take part in the opeming. An invitation
will also be sent to Governor Beaver, and
hie will be asked to be on hand and wake an
address. It is stated that invitations will
also be sent to Reva. McCrory and McAllis-
tor and Messrs, Baldwin, Hanna and others
who opposed Father Bheedr in the First
ward 1 matier. A number of the prom-
ineat officers of the Jr. 0. U. A. M. will
also be invited.

The opening ceremonies will last several
days. affair will be something more
than an ordinary school epening on account
of the struoture being the finest parochial
building inthe Btate. The building is on
Penn avenue between Second and Third
streets, 1tis three stories high, built of
pressed brick with rough stone trimmings.

A very brilliant scum reflecting the
prismatic hues of the rainbow, and an
alluvial deposit, one-eighth of an inchin
depth, was the productof a quartof Mo-
nongaheln river water drawn upon Friday
8111 P, M. and inspected on Saturday at 8
A. M. This gave an indication of what the
water is, and yet the citizens complain that
Councils do oot move in the matter. A
Southside medical man said yesterdsy:

balf of the fine to go to the constable, or other
mon, making the information, and the other
the county.

‘Whether the deposit of the carcasses or the
impregnation of the waters of the natisnal
highways with the essence of earcasses can
be covered by this act remains to be discov-
